Election/Restrictions 

1. Applicant's election of Group I, Claims 1-8, 16, and 17 in the reply filed on 4/19/04 is 
acknowledged. Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the supposed 
errors in the restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an election without traverse 
(MPEP § 818.03(a)). It is noted that Claim 18 depends upon claim 9 (part of non-elected Group 
II).

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 


2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 


3. Claims 2 and 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 
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Claim 2 recites "door is secured prior to assembly of the anti intrusion beam" which is 
already stated in claim 1, last three lines. 

Claim 3 recites "anti intrusion beam is secured prior to assembly of the door outer panel" 
which is already stated in claim 1, last three lines. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

5. Claims 1-8, 16, and 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Herringshaw et al. (4,800,638). 

Regarding claims 1-3, 16, and 17, Herringshaw et al. tech a method of assembling a door, 
comprising the steps of: 

A) providing a door inner panel 18 having an outer face and an inner face, at least one 
functional component 42,32,48 (It is noted that the 32 is considered a "functional component" 
because it serves a function for the door. 42 and 48 are also "functional components" because 
they serve a function for the door.) of a door, an anti-intrusion beam 210, and a door outer panel 
14; 

B) assembling the at least one functional component 42,32,48 onto the outer face of the 
door inner panel 18;

C) assembling the anti-intrusion beam 210 onto the outer face; 

D) assembling the door outer panel 14 towards the outer face; and 

E) securing by fixing the door inner panel 18, the at least one functional component 
42,32,48, the ant-intrusion beam 210 and the door outer panel 14 relative to each other wherein 
step B) precedes step C), which precedes step D) (see fig. 2 and Fig. 1). 

Regarding claim 4, note the trim panel 16 assembled towards the inner face and secured 
to the door inner panel 18. 

Regarding claims 5-8, note the fixing means 264 which has a primary axis perpendicular 
to the outer face assembled towards the outer face (col. 9, lines 54-68) non-destructively. 

Response to Arguments 

6. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-8, 16, and 17 have been considered but 
are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Conclusion 

7. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in this 
Office action. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL. See MPEP § 706.07(a).
